Dean Goodine has the props — liter 
ally — to-make a good living in the 
movie business. 

A motion picture and TV prop 
erty master (the guy who puts props 
in the hands of the actors) Goodine 
has been working in the industry 
steadily since 1986. He has worked 
on many of the major projects filmed 
in Alberta, like the Academy Award 
winning Unforgiven, Legends of the 
Fall, and The Assassination of Jesse 
James, which was filmed in part at 
Fort Edmonton. His wife, Alberta- 
born Janice Blackie-Goodine, was 
Oscar nominated for Unforgiven for 
her set decoration, and won a Genie 
award for Passchendaele.

Last year, 
nearly $89 million was spent in Al- 
berta by productions that applied 
through the fund, according to gov 
ernment statistics.

DINING OUT SCOTT LINGLEY 
AQUICK TOUR OF NEW 
VIETNAMESE PLACES, AND 
AGREAT NEW PLACE TO BUY 
SEAFOOD AND BISON 





At the rate Vietnamese places are 
popping up in town, I remarked in a 
recent review, I'll have to start pro- 
cessing them in batches. Considering 
that there are some established Viet- 
namese places on the scene | haven't 
even gotten to yet, this offhand re- 
mark is becoming an imperative. 

For example, I would be remiss in 
not mention the gustatory pleasures 
to be found at Pho Hoan Pasteur Fu- 
sion Noodle House (11443 Kingsway 
Ave., 780-761-1989). At first blush, 
the clean, lightly decorated dining 
room and nonplussed serving style 
bodes a standard soup-and-vermi- 
celli experience, but as sometimes 
happens the lack of superficial frills 
camouflages a conscientious kitchen 
that whips up hearty, complex and 





aromatic beef noodle soup (pho) at a 
75).

multifarious — your rice vermicelli 
is tossed with choice of meat(s), 
spring rolls, lettuce, sprouts, carrot, 
cucumber, fresh mint and cilantro, 
and chopped peanuts — so that every 
bite manifests a different alchemy of 
intermingled flavours.

I should add that though I've never 
been a fan of bubble tea, the weird 
food-drink that’s sort of like juice and 
sort of like a mouthful of flayourless 
blobs of goo, Pho Hoan Pasteur's 
strawberry bubble tea ($4), made 
with lots of real strawberries and 
featuring chopped lychee fruit in 
with the starchy, chewy tapioca balls, 
is sweet and refreshing and not off 
putting in the least

On the newcomer front, Rice How. 
ard Way recently welcomed the ad- 
vent of V Sandwiches (10135-100A

SCHINDLER REPORT MUST BE ADDRESSED — 





The news just keeps getting worse for the 
oilsands — and Alberta's reputation. 

On Monday, a team of researchers led 
by water expert Dr. David Schindler, of the 
University of Alberta, revealed that the oll- 
sands industry increases the concentrations 
of dangerous metals into the watershed. 
The report, published in the scientific journal 
Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences, has put the lle to the government's: 
patently ridiculous claim that the industry 
tsnot having any significant impact on the 
Athabasca River. and that any metals found 
in the river are naturally occurring 

Dr. Schindler put it biontly; “You cannot 
strip huge watersheds — in seme cases 
they're actually digging up whole tributaries 
— without getting anything into the river” 

The research found the oilsands industry 
releases 13 pollutants Into the river and the 
watershed. It also found that the levels of 
pollutants rose the more the area has been 
upset by development 

The conclusions contradict the conclu- 
sions of the Regional Aquatic Monitoring 


Program (RAMP), a joint government-indus- 
try monitoring group which Schindler called 
a joke, and labelled incompetent. 

This is not a self-serving report by 
Greenpeace, or a publicity campaign of 
questionable accuracy. This is one of the 
world’s leading experts on water condemn- 
ing the government's incompetent water 
monitoring program. 

The Stelmach government should fol- 
{ow Dr. Schnindler's advice and get rid of 
RAMP and replace it with a “professionally 
designed and run monitoring program.” 

The government believes it can counter 
the report by compilingits own data, and 
getting the results published in a peer- 
reviewed journal. 

But with the RAMP numbers so thor- 
oughly discredited by Dr. Schindler, engaging 
in around of duelling reports seers point- 
less. 

This report is a condemnation of the 
existing monitoring system, and there is no 
finessing this report with a public relations 
campaign. 





ANOTHER GIFT FOR THE WILDROSE 





The pettiness of Alberta politics continues 
toamaze. 

This week, the Wildrose Alliance was told 
by the Speaker's office that they could not 
include the name of party Leader Danielle 
‘Smith in its official caucus news releases. 
The reason? Smith is not an elected MLA, 
and only those who sit in the august 
chamber are allowed to be named in caucus 
releases. Naming Smith, the Speaker's office 
says, crosses the line between caucus busi- 
ness and party propaganda. 

“They have to understand the rules bet- 
ter,” sniffed a spokesperson for the Speaker's 





office. “There are some instances in the 
documentation that clearly are offside” 

And when you go offside, there is a flag 
thrown on the play. But the Wildrase has 
vowed to ignore the penalty. 

The Wildrose may have violated the 
arcane rules of the Legislature regarding 
written material coming out of caucus, 
but by coming down hard°on the party. the 
government has given the Wildrase another 
arrow in its quiver. It's censorship, the Wil- 
drose cries, But privately, they've got to be 
laughing; the move makes the government 
look like it's running scared.

“Something beyond man is happen- 
| ing. America today begins to turn 
| back to God.” 
OK, | agree that something beyond 
| man is happening. But I don’t know 
if it has anything to do with The Big 
| Guy. 
| The above quote is from Glenn 
Beck, the Fox “news” demagogue 
who is the most polarizing figure 
| in American TV and politics today. 
This past weekend, Beck hosted an 
event called Restore the Honor on 
the steps of the Lincoln Memorial, 
which drew a crowd estimated any- 
where from 87,000 to 300,000 to 
5000,000, proof once again that un- 
less you have a turnstile, estimating 
| crowds is a guessing game. (I sawa 
| clip of one of the protestors, or what- 
ever they were, at the rally who wore 





a T-shirt that said “Obama is a social- 
ist a fraud, a liar and a racist bigot.” 
Yep, that’s Glenn Beck’s crowd.) 

Regardless of the actual crowd 
count, the fact that a TV commen- 
tator who may be insane was able 
to draw tens of thousands of people 
from far and wide to listen to what 
could best be described as a revival 
meeting is fascinating, and more 
than a little scary. 

Beck is just weird enough to be a 
creation of the movies, and indeed 
he's pretty close 

An early version of Beck can be 
seen in the prescient 1957 film A 
Face in the Crowd, starring Andy 
Griffith (yes, Sheriff Taylor from 
The Andy Griffith Show from the 
1960s, and geezer favourite Mat- 
lock from the 1980s and 90s). Grif- 
fith played a homespun philosopher 
named ‘Lonesome’ Rhodes who 
found his ability to galvanize Ameri- 
cans through the new medium of 
television, until he became corrupted 
by power and was revealed to be a 
fraud. Another precursor of Beck 
was Howard Beale (Peter Finch), the 
aging news anchor who goes insane 
on air in the jet-black 1976 satire Net- 
work, the film that coined the phrase 
“I'm mad as hell, and I'm not going 
to take it anymore,” which could be 
Beck's mantra, if he knew what a

mantra was. They're both excellent 
films, but neither is as good as 1979's 

Being There, with Peter Sellers as 

Chance, a gardener with “rice pud- 

ding between the ears” who rises to 

accidental power when his brainless 

utterances about gardens are inter- 

preted as brilliant metaphors. 

There's a bit of all three characters 
in Beck. He rose to fame using a TV 
pulpit like Lonesome Rhodes, fired 
up the masses with messianic mad- 
ness like Howard Beale, and has pud- 
ding between the ears like Chance 
the Gardener. 

That combination makes for one 
scary dude. | mean, the guy weeps 
on air, He notoriously said (and has 
since retracted) that Barack Obama 
is a racist who has a deep seated ha- 
tred for white people and for white 
culture (Seriously? Obama doesn't 
like Wonder Bread and Twinkies?) 
His nightly harangues on Fox “News” 
feature labyrinthine, hand-drawn on 
a chalk board charts which outline 
how Democrats/Obama/Muslims 
are all in league together to bring 
down America. 

What is most fascinating, and wor- 
risome, about Beck and people like 
the execrable and equally dangerous 
Sarah Palin is that they are concen- 
trating less on politics, less on Dem-

Wean Yourself Off Caffeine

REALLY NEED IT? TIPS ON HOW 
TO CUT THE COFFEE HABIT 





My mom is forever trying to quit 
drinking coffee. | don't know if she 
actually wants to or if she’s just try- 
ing to do it because I constantly rec- 
ommend it, but either way, it's not an 
easy task. This morning she said to 
me: “You should write a column on 
what people can use to give them 
energy instead of coffee.” So here | 
am. 

This topic fits perfectly into my se- 
ries on stress because caffeine, when 
used chronically, is a great source of 
stress to the body, mind and spirit. 
Caffeine is a stimulant and an addic- 
tive one at that. Caffeine activates 
the adrenal glands to release adrena- 
line and, as mentioned in my last 
column, adrenaline affects almost all 
body tissues, preparing the body to 
either fight or flee from a threatening 
situation. Waking up in the morn- 
ing and starting the day is hardly a 
stressful situation that requires the 
ramped-up effects of adrenaline; ex- 
cept in a person's own perception. 

So why do we use caffeine? Be- 
cause we're accustomed to being in 
a steady “fight or flight” state of be- 
ing, and because we're addicted to 
it! I've been struggling for years to 
eliminate caffeine entirely from my 
regime and my maximum intake at 
any one time was only ever five to 
seven cups each week. But why the 
hell am I saying “only"?! That intake 
is more than enough to negatively 
influence my physiology by creating 


a chronic stress response, which, as 
we know based on my last column, 
leads to an increased susceptibility to 
chronic and degenerative illnesses. 
What's more, caffeine is a diuretic 
that rids the body of water-soluble 
vitamins such as C and B complex 
making stress worse since the body 
is depleted of essential nutrients. 
Caffeine also blocks adenosine, a 
chemical produced by the brain that 
promotes sleep and subdues arousal 

Caffeine stays in the system for 
six to 10 hours (this time increases 
with age), meaning that adrenaline is 
unnecessarily floating around in the 
body, causing a stress response for 
that long. If you drink more caffeine 
before the initial intake is cleared, it 
accumulates, causing the body to be 
in a constant stress response; this is 
especially true for those that consume 
multiple servings of caffeine per day. 
For those who put sugar in their cof- 
fee or regularly consume sugary, caf- 
feinated beverages such as pop, this 
is a double whammy to the system. 
Refined sugar is easily absorbed into 
the bloodstream, elevating blood 


tinue until over-consumption of caf 

feine and sugar is eradicated, some 
thing that is not easy, but worthy 
beyond measure. Over-consumption 
of caffeine and sugar leads to insom 
nia, exhaustion, diabetes, hypogly 

cemia, digestive dysfunction such 
as heartburn, indigestion, diarrhea 
and diverticulitis, acidosis (mean- 
ing an overly acidic internal system 
that causes chronic and degenerative 
diseases), kidney insufficiency, hor- 
monal imbalance, obesity, heart dis- 
ease and chronic anxiety and stress 


So, what can be done to kick caf- | 


feine while still maintaining energy 
throughout the day? Well, for those 
of you who are addicted to caffeine, 
giving it up typically doesn't come 
without some level of discomfort 
such as headaches, irritability and 
low energy. You need to get through 
the crash of giving up caffeine before 
you can experience the ongoing ben 


efits of a lifestyle without caffeine, If | 


you're consuming multiple servings 
of caffeine per day, give it up gradu- 


ally, cutting out one serving a day | 


until you're at one a day, and then

sugar levels. The body misinterprets 
elevated blood sugar levels as a sign 
that a “fight or flight” situation is at 
hand, eliciting all other character 
istic, physiological stress reactions, 
hence the ‘sugar rush’. This creates 
a slippery slope of energy peaks and 
dips as the pancreas produces insu- 
lin (a hormone) to burn up the extra 
sugar. When the pancreas produces 
too much insulin, blood sugar levels 
drop below normal, causing feelings 
of depression and lethargy that has a 
majority of people reaching for more 
caffeine or sugar. 

This self-defeatist cycle will con- 


gradually cut back more until you're 
down to one or no servings per week. 
Try temporarily replacing coffee.or 


pop with green tea, which still has | 


caffeine content, but imparts a clear- 
headed and focused state of energy 
without the crash, while being high 
in antioxidants that) offer many 
health benefits.

“America today begins to turn back 
to God," Beck told the salivating 
masses. In an interview after, Beck 
said: "There's nothing we can do that 
will solve the problems that we have 
and keep the peace unless we solve it 
through God.” 

He's saying 
America can solve its problems not 
through religion, or faith, but God. 
Not just any God, but THE God. The 
Christian God. All others need not 
apply. 

It seems to me that religion has re- 
placed race as the most divisive issue 
in America. The far right in the U.S, 
had a field day implying that Obama 
is a Muslim, despite the utterly indis- 
putable fact that he is a Christian. A 


recent poll found that 18 per cent of 
Americans think he's a Muslim, and 
42 per cent don't know his religion. 

The simple fact that a poll was 
taken about Obama's religion says a 
lot about U.S. politics today. I can't 
imagine any circumstances in Cana- 
da where a polling firm would think 
it worthwhile to ask Canadians about 
Stephen Harper's religion. (For the 
record, he was raised in the United 
Church of Canada, but is now a 
member of something called the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance.) 
Orhow about Michael Ignatieff? The 
only reference to anything remotely 
religious | can find about Ignatieff is 
that he may be an atheist. 

There is a belief in the US and 
elsewhere of the separation of 
church and state. No less an Ameri- 
can than Thomas Jefferson, the third 
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president, was an ardent believer 
in this doctrine. In 1802, Jeffer- 
son wrote that “religion is a matter 
which lies solely between Man & his 
God.” Jefferson is, of course, one of 
the Founding Fathers of the United 
States, so revered by the likes of 
Glenn Beck. But for people like Beck 
and the disturbing take-no-prisoners 
breed of right wingers, the inconve- 
nient words of people like Jefferson 
are ignored because they don't fit the 
worldview of the new right. 

Let us hope — or dare I say, pray? — 
that the kind of religious intolerance 
that is coming to dominate Ameri- 
can politics never finds it way here 
And while we're praying, let's send 
a few words to the Big Guy upstairs, 
however you perceive him/her to be, 
that we'll never see the likes of Glenn 
Beck in Canada.

Still, Blackett is not happy with the 
way his own department's $20-mil- 
lion Alberta Multimedia Develop-

“It's first past the post, As long as 
you've got a licensed broadcast part- 
ner, then we'll pay out money.”

Jared Watson's positivity is disarm- 
ing, infectious and, if you can de- 
rive anything from his history with 
the band The Dirty Heads, it's also 
not easily shaken. Considering the 
band's lead-back Southern California 
style, it would be easy to assume just 
by looking at 'em that these shaggy 
reggae-rockers caught a lucky break 
getting into the music business, But 
it took a lot of faith and determina 
tion to see their debut album, Any 
Port in a Storm, through to its re- 
lease in 2008 

“We were with Warner Brothers,” 


explains Watson from a New York, 


backstage “You 
know, ‘oh, we got signed to this big, 
huge label!’ And then Warner Broth- 


post-soundcheck 


ers was kind of taking a crap, with 
the music industry. They really didn't 
know what to do with us. We didn’t 
agree with what they wanted to do, 
so then we parted ways. We just held 
our ground and said, ‘No, we'll do it 


on our own “cause we don't feel like 
we're jiving too well right now.’ But 
they were cool enough to give us the 
record, so it was ours, we owned it,” 
And they stuck with it. 

Staying independent, EMI agreed 
to distribute the album. Now it's 
2010 ‘and their single “Lay Me 
Down” is finally getting traction on 
the radio, hitting No. 1 on Billboard's 
rock chart. Standing by one album 
for over six years is not lead-back, 
it's dogged. 

“We have other friends that are in 
bands that have made it, like Avenge 
Sevenfold, and it took them eight 
years and a couple albums,” says 
I think

Watson with a jovial sigh. 


do this we kind of put all of eggs in 
one basket and said, ‘No matter how 
long it takes us, we’re going to do it 
We believe in ourselves, we know the 
music is good and people like it.’ So 
you have to have that faith in yourself 
from the beginning, and we did.” 
Like | said off the top, positivity just 
oozes from these guys. I could feel it 
from the moment Watson said ‘hello’ 
over the line and it's there in their 
music too. Easy to fall into, smooth 
and beachy, with lots of energy com 
ing from their rap-rock side, if you 
need a little pick me up, something 
to help you believe in your dreams, 
Any Port in.a Storm, is a great album 


to generate that drive 

“The thing is that all those people 
that are real negative, they're go: 
ing to gravitate towards people and 
people that like having a good time, 
partying and being positive, they're 
going to gravitate towards people,” 
Watson says of his band’s attitude 
“So growing up we always were ei 
ther skating or surfing, having a good 
time, messing around, never taking 
things to serious. That's kind of our 
outlook.” 

I guess the question then becomes, 
is being a party band, all about hav- 
ing a good time, at odds with making 
something meaningful? Something 
that will last? 

“We like to write about real stuff 
and it's not real if every single song 
we wrote about was this happy,” says 
Watson, welcoming the question 
“We do write about our real lives. We 
have songs like Chelsea, about a girl 
who passed away who Duddy [Dustin 
Bushnell] was dating in high school 
So there are songs that we have that 
aren't just like rad, happy-go-lucky 
party songs but we do want to stay in 
that vein, in that vibe.” Regardless, 
Watson is hoping The Dirty Heads’ 
music will last and make an impact. 

But, if you think about it, the small 
act of brightening someone's day 
might be the biggest impact anyone 
will ever be able to make.

| Twenty years ago, Edmonton was 
flying high with the acquired nick 
name of “Festival City.” David Hoyt, 
who was assistant conductor of the 
Edmonton Symphony at the time,

“This was an instrument that had 
not been played properly for at least 
a few decades. It’s a rare Strad in the 
sense that it's only had two owners 
in the last century before the current 
owner purchased it. I had an imme- 
diate chemistry with it. I just knew 
that there was something very, very 
beautiful and special about it, but it 
just needed to be brought out and it 
needed to be played more than any 
thing.” 

Does that mean that our ears will 
have a special tingle when we hear 
it?

But whoever ignited it, Broy has 
taken his share of heat for the con 
troversial terminology.

It's not often you come across a film 
that so thoroughly defies expecta- 
tions as Catfish. Filmed as a docu- 
mentary and delivered as a sequen- 
tial narrative that plays like a real 
story, the movie keeps you guessing 
past the closing credits what is real 
and what isn't. 

In Catfish, Ney Schulman, a 
24-year-old New York photographer, 
lives with his brother Ariel and his 
friend Henry Joost. 

Ariel and Henry start filming Nev 
when Abby Pierce, an eight-year-old 
child prodigy artistin rural Michigan, 
starts send him paintings and they 
become Facebook frends, Abby's 
online network includes to Abby's 
family, including her mother, Ange- 
Ja; Angela's husband; and Abby's hot 
older songwriter sister Megan. 

Over the Internet and phone calls, 
Nev begins a long-distance relation- 
ship with Megan. They talk about 
meeting in person, and when the 
guys get a gig close enough to where 
Megan lives, they decide to pack up 











unannounced. That's when things 
get weird 

Speaking recently with Nev, Ariel, 
and Henry, Henry explained that 
Catfish is “a film that we never set 
out to make. We're documentary 
filmmakers, and we compulsively 
film our lives, as a hobby, Anytime 
we find something interesting in our 
lives we just pick up a camera and 
film it. Nev started having this un- 
usual correspondence with an eight- 
year-old girl in Michigan who was 
interested in his photography and 
Rel [Ariel] picked up a camera and 
started filming it 

“At first we thought that that might 
be a short film that would end with 
Nev and Abby meeting in real life 
But that changed a little bit when 
he met Abby’s older sister, and they 
started an online flirtation which 
turned into a real long-distance rela- 
tionship 

“But we never really knew we were 
making a feature film until the mo- 
ment in Vale, Colorado when we 
realized everything this family had 
been telling us was not exactly true.” 

"We were just riding the wave,” 
continues Rel. “We just felt this in- 
stinct that Nev was getting involved 
with something interesting. We had 
no idea what to expect, there was no 


didn't have to force anything. We just 
went with it. And then, all of a sud 
den, after the music discovery, it was 
like “hey, does it feel like there might 
be enough story here for the arc of 
a feature?’. Let's go for it. Just keep 
rolling, Henry; don't stop shooting,” 
Henry adds, “I'm proud of us for 
sticking to it, especially Nev. He said 
‘Guys, this is my life, this is my emo 
tions, this is my pain, I'm done with 
this,’ We said, ‘While we appreciate 
that, there'll always be this ques- 
tion of who's painting the paintings 
What's behind all this? What's the 
truth? Do you think you can really 
live without knowing that? And he 
eventually came around and agreed 
that the most important thing was 
to get to the bottom of this. And we 
went through it, and between us and 
the truth were some of the most ter 
rifying moments of our lives. Going 
up to that horse farm in the middle 
of the night, knocking on Angela's 
door the next day — that took guts. 
Anything could have happened.” 
And yet, as Nev explains, “This 
story has happened to other people 
— similar versions, almost identical 
versions, of this, After screening 
people come up to us all the time 
and say ‘Oh my God, this happened 
to my best friend, or this happened 
to grandm, tever,” The 
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chances of it happening to me, and 
the fact that | share my office with 
two guys that are documentary film 
makers who I trust and who are my 
friends and my brother is an unbe- 
lievably strange coincidence. | can 
understand why that's sort of hard 
to believe. But it happened, and for 
tunately my brother and Henry were 
skilled enough filmmakers and the 
three of us were curious and coura 
geous enough to follow through with 
it.” 

Having followed through with it, 
actually shaping the film was initially 
difficult, Henry explains, "As -docu- 
mentary filmmakers our instinct was 
to take a traditional approach. We 
spent a couple of months putting it 
together with talking heads and nar 
ration. Butit didn't feel right — it was 
missing something. Eventually we 
realized what we were trying to do is 
convey the experience we had 

“Ultimately we discovered the 
best way to do that was to lay it out 
chronologically and to cut it like a 
narrative, the way it played out. And 
so we scrapped the voice-overs and 
scrapped the talking heads and we 
just played ir straight through in real 
time with vérité footage. And that’s 
when it started to express what we 
went through

FREEDOM OF CHOICE G.H. LEWMER 
APPRECIATING JON RONSON’S 
‘SECRET RULERS’ 





British television journalist Jon Ron- 
son has been responsible for many of 
the most intriguing documentaries 
over the past decade. His crowning 


achievement is Secret Rulers of the 
World, a five-part series that exam- 
ines the nature of history and reality 
and how it is created by a minority 
for the masses. 

Ronson is an omnipresent pres 
ence in the documentaries, but un: 
like Michael Moore, he tends to skirt 
the background, with his very funny 
observational musings as narration. 
Secret Rulers can best be described 
as a conspiratorial view of history as 
opposed to the accidental view of his- 
tory. The five documentaries are one 
hour in length and deal with subjects 
whose unifying thematic chord is the 


New World Order. 

Part 1, The Legend of Ruby Ridge, 
examines the U.S. Army siege of the 
Weaver Homestead on a mountain- 
top in Idaho in 1992 which served as 
a call to arms for the American Mili- 
tia Movement. It’s a great example of 
actual history verses the “real” his- 
tory as presented by media 

Part 2, David Icke, follows for- 
mer British Television Personality 
(and ex-footballer) David Icke as he 
tours around Britain and Canada 
speaking candidly of the New World 
Order and the Lizard People who 
control the world. Funny, fascinating 


and frightening, most of the hour-is 
spent examining how special inter- 
est groups (on both sides) struggle to 
maintain power. 

Part 3, Timothy McVeigh, is the 
most bewildering documentary of 
the five, raising fundamental ques- 
tions on McVeigh's role in the bomb- 
ings. 

Part 4, The Satanic Shadowy Elite, 
follows talk-radio personality Alex 
Jones as he infiltrates Bohemian 
Grove in Sonoma California, home 
to a summer camp of the most pow- 
erful men in the world. With 40-foot 
Owl Ritual Sacrifices, and a surprise

T.J. Miller Loves Stand Up

We're in a time when stand-up com 
edy is hotter than ever. Thanks to 
cross-platform success between TV, 
movies, radio and internet viral vid- 
eos, there seem to be more funny 
people popping up every day — even 
more so than during the comedy 
boom of the 1980s. 

Taking full advantage of this wave is 
Colorado-born TJ. Miller, who has 
become a triple threat, appearing 
on the stage and the small and big 
screens 

Arguably best known. as a star in 
the short-lived TV series Carpoolers, 
in which he played simple-minded 
Marmaduke Brooker, Miller has 
quickly become a cult favourite for 
comedy fans. 

But his widest exposure to date 
came in the starring role in the 2008 
thriller Cloverfield, in which he 
played Hud — even though he was 
only on screen for a few minutes, 
and wasn't fully able to flex his co: 
medic muscles.

“| don't care if I'm pigeonholed as 
a comedian — | am a comedian. Be 
cause of Cloverfield and Unstoppable 
(starring Denzel Washington), I've 
done action and horror films, so the 
industry knows | can do more than 
just comedy. 

“Just out of sheer timing and luck, 
my first movie required me to be 
more than just funny.” 

This year alone, Miller is scheduled 
to appear in six movies, including 
Gulliver's Travels and Yogi Bear, for 
which Miller went viral online when 
he released a spoof audition video of 
himself rehearsing lines with a real 
bear 

“| auditioned as a joke,” he says, 
cause it was such a ridiculous con- 
cept. And then the auditions went 
well — | was their first choice for 
that part. | thought that the funniest 
thing to do in that situation is to do 
the movie.” 

But his time in Chicago at Second 
City and his years of touring from 
club to club, he says, will always 
serve as the backbone to his success 

“My least favourite thing in the 
world is when a comedian says, ‘Ok. 
I'm a famous comedian, now take 
me seriously — I'm going to be a seri- 
ous actor.’ | don't like that, because 
you've asked the world to see you in 
a certain way, and then you're telling 





them to stop. It's really asking for 
more than a person deserves," 

It’s not that Miller won't acknowl 
edge that there are some comedians 
who become good actors. He just rec 
ognizes that his own path is rooted 
in stand-up, and he wants to keep it 
that way.

comedy makes it that much more 
satisfying. 

Miller notes that 15 years ago, 
there wasn't such diversity in the 
style of stand-up comedians. While 
those with broad humour may draw 
in more fans who enjoy base-level 
routines and catch phrases, they also 
open the doors for the smaller, more 
niche, performers.
